BEWARE OB THE WIDOWS. 


There It » hideous prospect that Blaine 


and Harrison m»» yet be cheated oat of the 
spologr which they have undertaken to lay 
at the feet of this nation's stage blood and 
mock thunder contingent Some unforeseen 
compilations bavn arisen which make it 
possib'.e that the Chilian who is slated to 
make the apology may be wiped off the 
earth before our war ships get a chance at 
him. 


The Chilians are just now engaged in 


paying their deadly respects to each other. 
They are getting ready for a civil war. The 
goremment to that country is not sattefac 
tory. and many of tbe citizens want to change 
it 
The mode of change in South America 


does not consist In "firing the rascals." The 
time honored plan there is to fire upon the 
metis. Ballots are not used in this bom- 
bardment; bullets are regarded as much 
more effective. These were tried on Bal- 
maceda and found to work charmingly. 
The fellows who have succeeded Balmaceda 
hare now arrived at that point of dictator- 
ial arrogance where a change would be a 
good thing for them. The indications are 
that the plan of change adopted with such 
•access In tbe case of Balmaceda will be 
-bled again. 


This plan is very wearing on the census 


of Chill. It reduces the population evea 
faster than Porter could when working in 
a democratic district. And when the Clitl- 
taa plan of change retires a man from par- 
ticipation In human affairs, he doesn't re- 
turn for any farewell appearances. It puts 
him where even an impressive demand for 
an apology can not reach. The change that 
was administered to Balmaceda cost the 
lives of several thousand Chilians. The 
change that Is now on the program will call 
for the lives of about all the men that are 
left In the country. 


And so there is manifest danger that by 


• the time our navy reaches Valparaiso there 


will be only women'in the country. It is 
hardly thought that they will be commanded 
to (ret down on their knees to beg Uncle 
Sana's pardon. HP has heretofore stood in 
the world as a chivalrous eld gentleman 
who insisted upon a monopoly of the kneel- 
ing act for himself wherever women were 
concerned. And his naval officers are just 
about as gallant as the old gentleman. 
They have never yet put on war paint for 
the purpose of frightening women into an 
apology. We certainly may say that those 


. officers nave no disposition now to play the 


part of hectors of petticoats. 


And so it behooves the champions of the 


jingo policy to see that our navy gets a fire 
alarm move on itself, and thnt at once. 
There Is no time to be wasted. The men 
of Chili have an apology which we want. 
Those men are engaged in wiping each 
other off the face of the earth. If they 


quainted with oornavy fumtah the cheering 
Information that it will probably be able to 
bring borne the goods we want. At least 
we will not hear the tramp of armed men 
in these inland towns until our powers on 
sea have pat forth their most Impressive 
licks. If the navy falls in Its mission, 
mothers will be asked to give op their sons, 
and girls their beans, in order that a Chil- 
ian apology may be captured and landed at 
the pedestal of Liberty Enlightening the 
World

We are short on that particular style of 
tribute to our prowess and we must get 
long on it or jingoism will fade away and 
die. 


Our naval officials nave been asked to say 


nothing about the preparations that have 
been in progress in the Brooklyn navy yard 
tor the last three weeks, only that they 
might save the purest tones of their voices 
to shout out a demand for an apology as 
soon as Chili is sighted. It is generally 
conceded that we are doing the Impressive 
act Thire must be no false tones any- 
where. The decks are to be polished, the 
guns will be burnished, cfi^ers and seamen 
wll! get on their Sunday evening clothes, 
(he dignity of the nation will be mobilized 
In Valparaiso harbor, and then the demand 
for an apology will be made in sweet tones 
that have had weeks of the most carefDj 
nursing. If the Chilians dont succumb to 
that show of impressive tactics, we will fire 
upon them as vulgar people. 


Jingoism is out for an apology, and U has 


a crippled child to deal with. This meana 
that jingoism is going to bring home the 
goods in spite of all game laws. 
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LOXG JOSES is a candidate for governor 


He wants the republican nomination. He 
has a good deal of demolished reputation 
as a manipulator. It may be of a quality 
good enough to work the next republican 
convention. We have it on the authority 
of republican papers that two or three sec- 
ond class manipulators had a great deal of 
fun with and derived much benefit from the 
republican convention that met in this state 
in ISSS-to nominate candidates for the state 
ticket The knowledge that such a tiling 
was feasible in 1SS3 makes Mr. Long 
Jones' ambition respectable. 


And we see that the pointer from Wau-

ing In upon their grief? This prospect that 
Jingoism may turn out to be only tarce com- 
edy Is enough to mike Blalne and Harrison 
labor with Henry W. Blair to Induce him 
to be the party's standard bearer in tbe next 
presidential campaign.
